That the father, who is reported on 
the way here, has taken a deep inter- 
est in the investigation into the causes 
of his girl's death was shown today 
by the visit of a woman who gave the 
name of Mrs. Frank Cadd to the Cor- 
oner’s office. She showed a telegram 
signed by the father in Glen's Ferry, 
Idaho, asking her to urge the Coroner 
to make a thorough Inquiry of the cir- 
cumstances of his daughter's death. 

Baring the romance and sorrows of 
their lives for the first time since their 
names came into publicity, Mrs. Dillon 
today declared that her daughter was 
driven to her grave by a man of mys- 
tery, who also wrecked the Dillon home 
in Glen's Ferry, Idaho. 

“He loved my daughter as much as 
the loathed him,” said Mrs. Dillon, 
and she sobbed and seemed on the 
Roan! of nervous breakdown, at the 
ospital where her daughter died.
